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SPEED OF DUCKS AND GEESE. 


The Ducks Made Sixty-Six and Two- 
Thirds Miles an Hour. 
Of all the mi^ratorv hirtls the 
American wild p igeoii and l)l(ick 
duck are well up toward the front as 
regfards lon<r and rap id fliitht. 
The 
sp eed of the p if,^oons can only be es­ 
timated, while that of the ducks can 
be established by observation. Some 
years ap o the writer and a seientilie 
friend measured off on the shore of 
a large western river a line oxactlv 
three miles long, and each took a 
station at op p osite ends of the lice. 
The object was to note, by moans of 
’.reconcortod signals, the time a 
iiock of wild ducks took in p assing 
up or down the river near the sta” 
tions. 
During three hours on the inorn- 
ing of a bright October day observa­ 
tions were noted of the times of p ass- 
ing the stations of nine diiTcrtnit 
flocks. 
Up on comp aring watches it 
was found that the average time was i We Want Voiir Ai t vut Um 
i 
two minutes and forty-two seconds, 
thus showing the sp eed p er hour to 
be sixty-six and two-thirds miles, or 
one mile in fifty-four seconds. 
As 
showing how uniform was 
tlicir 
flight, a difference was found of only 
five seconds betw^een the greatest 
and the least intervals of time. 
As numerous flocks of wild geese 
were daily flying in the same neigli- 
borhood observations were also takim 
to^ test their hourly sp eed. 
Two 
p oints, twenty-nine and one-third 
miles ap art, were selected, both of 
which were connected by telegrap h. 
We succeeded in identifying four 
out of seven flocks which p assed over 
both p laces during the four days wo 
were on the watch. The mean hourly 
sp eed was found to be a fractioii 
over fifty-four miles. The wild goos(‘ 
has been long sup p osed to be the 
swiftest of all water fowl, but this 
exp eriment shows that he is far be­ 
hind the wild duck.—N. Y. World.

Sculp tors Can’t Sell Their Busts of 
Pop ular Frenchmen. 
The p ortrait of M. Felix Fan re, 
p resident of France, has just betni 
commenced by Bon nat, the ceiebrat cd 
p ainter, and as this is a senu-oilicial 
wmrk, there is no doubt of the artist 
being fully comp ensated for it. Such 
is not the case, however, with the 
many 
p ainters and 
modelers 
in 
marble or clay who at each cliangi* 
in the French p residency have made 
mriiiy p ictures or busts of the lU'w 
chief executive or of other p romi­ 
nent men, on the ready sale of wliich 
they have built their hop es of for­ 
tune. 
The sale of p ictures or busts docs 
not seem to follow any fixed rules. 
Even the individual p op ularity of 
the occup ant of the 
p residential 
chair ap p arently has little to do 
with it. 
President Thiers, for in­ 
stance, was not p articularly p o]iular 
with the Parisians, yet images of 
him sold better than those of any 
succeeding p resident. 
On the other 
hand Gambetta had an enormous 
and enthusiastic p ersonal following, 
yet his likenesses are not salable. 
Even though Prance has been and is 
fervent in its p raises of Russia and 
her ruler, the statuettes of the czar 
are a drug on the market. 
A young woman modeler, whose 
work has several times found a p lace 
in the Salon, has at this moment on 
her hands an even hundred busts of 
Casimir-Perier. 
The 
“dep lorable 
insp iration,” as a Frenchman would 
call in, came to her last fall to fash­ 
ion these images, and she finished 
the last of them two days before the 
resignation of her model, and his fall 
from p ublic favor. 
Until President Carnot was as­ 
sassinated cop ies of Chap u’s bust of 
him were little in demand; but the 
day after the tragedy at Lyons forty 
were sold in that city.

BAD STATE OF AFFAIRS. 


An Acquaintance Tliat Began With the 


Cleveland Convention Ends 


Disastrously. 


Dclvi iivvb ale in New York city 
looking for C. G. Cady, of the firm 
of Jackson & Cady, dealers in dry 
goods and groceries at Pinckney, 
Mich. 
They charge him with arson, 
but he is also the principal figure in 
an escapade which has stirred up 
half the counties in the southern 
tier of the state of Michigan. 
He was a particularly brilliant light 
in church circles and gave much 
time to Christian Eendeavor work. 
He was looked upon as a mt^del 
young man in every respect. 
Now 
he IS out of town under a dark 
cloud, and with him is, or was, Miss 
Etta B. Rice, a young woman who 
lived in Lansing, the capital of the 
state, and who, like her companion, 
had won an enviable reputation by 
her church work. 
She, too, was 
prominent in the church Endeavor 
organization and was to have gone 
to Boston last week as the official 
representative of the local society. 
Besides 
leaving 
there 
uncere­ 
moniously with such 
a nice girl, 
Cady deserted a really estimable 
young woman in Pinckney, to whom 
he was engaged, and who was ad­ 
dressing invitations to her wedding, 
when the news was brought to her 
that her affianced husband had mys­ 
teriously disappeared. 


E N G A G E D TO A N O T H E R . 
Cady first appeared in Pinckney, 
a town of about 500 inhabitants, in 
Livingston county and about forty 
miles west of Detroit, a year ago. 
He formed a partnership wiih a man 
named Jackson and the firm opened 
the usual country dry goods 
and 
grocery store. 
His good looks and 
affable manners brought them a big 
trade and they prospered. 
He cul­ 
tivated the religious friendship of 
the town, which is generally suscep­ 
tible in a place of that size and lo­ 
cation, and especially so in this old 
and not altogether unpleasant ham­ 
let. 
His popularity was very great. 
He had no trouble in getting credit 
and all the favors he asked. 
It is said that a number are finan­ 
cial losers through their unbounded 
confidence in him, but it is unknown 
how extensive his debts are. 
He 
made 
the 
acquaintance of 
Miss Anna McMasters, who is de­ 
scribed as a lovely girl, and paid 
her unremitting attention fora year. 
As already stated, they were en­ 
gaged to be married and he had 
already 
furnished 
and 
decoiated 
in exquisite style, for a 
country 
village, one of the best houses in 
town. 
Neither Miss McMasters nor any 
one else in that vicinity knew of 
his attentions to any other woman. 


T H E STO R E B U R N E D . 
On June 29 he left town, presum­ 
ably for Detroit, telling his partner 
that he would return on the follow­ 
ing day. 
That night a fire broke 
out in his store, but it was discov­ 
ered in time to prevent serious dam­ 
age. 
It was then learned that cot­ 
ton batting saturated with kerosene 
had been placed in different parts 
of the store and among the goods. 
This was not connected with Cady 
until the next day, when he failed 
to return. 
Then there were whis­ 
perings of attempted arson and fin­ 
ally charges were made openly. He 
has not been seen in the town since. 
Just what motive underlies the a p ­ 
parent attempt to destroy the store 
was not disclosed by the detectives, 
even if they knew. 
It is now known that on June 29, 
the day when Cady left Pinckney, 
Miss Rice also bade her parents 
good-by at Lansing and took a train 
ostensibly for Boston, a delegate to 
the Christian Endeàvor convention. 
Miss Rice has a sister living near 
Hillsdale, 
Mich. 
Before she left 
she wrote this sister t© meet her 
that day as she passed the city. 
Miss Rice stopped off 
for 
a 
few 
hours 
and went on eastward over 
the Lake Shore road. 
Last 
Tuesday 
Mrs. 
Rice, 
the 
mother of the girl, received at Lans­ 
ing 
a 
letter 
from 
her 
Hillsdale 
daughter, 
containing 
inclosures 
dated at Erie, Pa. , which with the 
letter had been received from Etta 
and Cady, announcing their mar­ 
riage. 
The 
date 
of 
the 
alleged 
marriage was not given nor was the 
sister advised of the whereabouts or 
plans of the couple. 
As Miss Rice 
left behind the funds 
which had 
been appropriated by the Christian 
Endeavor society to pay her ex­ 
penses tQ Boston, it was evident 


that the meeting with 
Cady had 
been planned. 
The next trace of Cady and Miss 
Rice was found in New York. 
On 
Tuesday last, July 9, they arrived at 
the Hotel Empire, at the corner of 
Grand boulevard and West Sixty- 
third street, and registered as C. G. 
Cady 
and 
wife, 
Portland, 
Ore. 
They stayed there, occupying the 
best rooms to be had in the fashion­ 
able and expensive hotel, until last 
Saturday. 


SAILED FOR SC O TLA N D . 
When they went away nothing 
was said about their future move­ 
ments, but it has been found out by 
the detectives that Miss Rice, or 
Mrs. Cady, whichever she may be, 
sailed for Glasgow on the Furnesia, 
which left port at 10 o’clock Mon­ 
day, the 15th. 
It is not believed 
that 
Cady 
went 
with 
her. 
The 
name of neither appeared on the 
list of passengers, 
due presumably 
to the haste with which the trip, 
for one at least was planned. Cady 
was flush with money at the hotel, 
displaying a big roll of large bills 
when settling with the clerk. 
The 
trail 1 now lost. 
Miss Rice is the’ daughter of Jos. 
M. Rice, a painter and decorator, 
who has long been in business in 
Lansing. 
She is 24 years old, a 
decided brunette, and during the 
recent session of the legislature was 
assistant engrossing clerk 
of 
the 
house of representatives. 
In this 
capacity she acquired a wide ac­ 
quaintance throughout the state. 
She met Cady last year when in 
Cleveland attending the Christian 
Endeavor convention. 
He was at 
that time supposed to be clerking 
in Detroit. 
Since then, it appears, 
he has called upon her a number of 
times at her home, but not so fre­ 
quently as to cause her parents to 
suspect that they were engaged to 
be 
married or were 
making 
any 
other plans,

Tho English Language Contains 


Over 2 0 0 ,0 0 0 of Them. 


And Yet the Moat Fluent Public Speakers 
liarely Have a Vocalmlary of More 
Than 500— Some Wonderful 
Figures.on the Subject. 


The philologist, an American, said: 
‘T admit that you speak English 
well, with a slightly foreign accent, 
of course, though 2G years in this 
country; but w u r entire vocabulary 
is less than 200 words. 
And do you 
know bow many w^ords there are in 
the English language?” 
“ Not so many as in Italian, I am 
sure,” returned the distinguished 
singer, a foreigruer. 
“ In my coun­ 
try we have the low Italian and tho 
pure Italian, made up of the Latin 
and the Greek, and the words—there 
are thousands of them. Why, it re­ 
quires a whole lifetime of earnest, 
hard work to master our language. 
In America you have but English 
words, and there are not many of 
them. I think your language very 
easy.” 
“ Yet you are not familiar with 300 
English words, and there are nearly 
7 0 times 300 of them. 
We have 
about 200,000 words in our lan­ 
guage.” 
“ Impossible! 
There is living no 
man who can remember so many as 
200,000 words of any language. Can 
you name one who knows so many 
words?” 
“ Neither living nor dead. 
Even 
Shakespeare, the greatest of English 
writers, knew but 
16,000 wofds. 
Milton struggled along on 8,000. 
Many other great writers used less 
than 5,000. 
The average educated 
men of the day, the graduates of 
the great universities, get along 
through life with a vocabulary of 
2,500 or 3,000 words, and use only a 
fourth of them except on state oc­ 
casions. 
Men use more words in 
writing than in speaking. 
In» ordi­ 
nary conversation few u.semore than 
•400 or 500. 
“ We have built the English lan­ 
guage u])on a foundation of all the 
tongues of the earth. 
By and by 
English ^vill be the universal lan­ 
guage. 
In 3,000 years you will hear 
nothing else spoken. 
“ There being no new lands to set­ 
tle we will no longer require differ­ 
ent tongues. 
We \vant to get to­ 
gether once more and speak a com­ 
mon tongue. 
The English speaking 
race is the strongest on the earth 
to-day, and will eventually rule the 
world. 
“ In the beginning of the present 
century English was spoken by only 
20,000,000 people. It is the language 
to-day of more than 120,000,000 per­ 
sons. 
It is not only rapidly becom­ 
ing the common language of 
the 
world, but the polite tongue as well. 
“ The traveler finds to-day English 
well spoken in all the capitals of Eu­ 
rope, while 10 years ago it was im­ 
possible to get along without a 
knowledge of French. English is be­ 
ing taught in all the great universi­ 
ties of the world, modern educators 
conceding it to be the coming lan- 
nruafT'’0. ” 
“ And yet, with 120,000,000 per­ 
sons speaking it, you use ordinarily 
less than ^ of 1 per cent, of the 
words. 
lOf what use can the other 
words, so many of them, be? 
Why 
io you continue to increase the num­ 
ber of words ?>o rapidly?” 
Before the philologist could reply 
a man approached the table and 
bowed to the foreigner, who said: 
“ Hello, Charley,” and asked him to 
sit down, after presenting him to 
the philologist. 
“ Gentlemen,” he began, 
“ your 
conversation on the subject of words 
and their uses interested me, and I 
couldn’t help coming over to say 
something of 
a practical nature. 
For seven years I was a stenogra­ 
pher and reported in that time many 
of the best speakers in this country. 
“ In our system we have 245 indi­ 
vidual characters, or signs, which we 
are required to learn by heart and 
remember. 
Each sign has its par­ 
ticular meaning. 
Words or expres­ 
sions not covered by them we are 
expected to invent ourselves. 
“ Now with such a S3"stem we are 
enabled to tell accurately the num­ 
ber of words used by an orator in 
the course of a public speech. Henry 
George 
uses 
about 
550 
words. 
Chauncey Depew uses less, I should 
say not more than 450. 
Mr. Blaine 
was a fluent speaker, always clear 
and to the point, with a vocabulary 
of less than 500 words. 
“ In his great speech before the 
New England society, Henry W. 
Grady used only 400 words. Col. In- 
r^ersoll is one of the purest speakers 
in this country; I do not think he 
uses more than 400 words.”—N. Y.
